What To Do When Plants Arrive 


Open immediately and take a few bundles from center of crate. If weather 
conditions are unfavorable for trans-planting to fields, place in cool place, keeping 


roots moist and tops dry or trench out thinly, keeping plenty of moisture to roots 


and tops dry.
